Chief Justice Cartter interrupted 


at one point to suggest that while 
murder was the killing of a person, 
arid the crime could not be defined as 
murder until death occurred, yet the 
act of felony was completed when the 
murderer had finished with his vic- 
tim. 


Counsel proceeded to discuss vari-

While on ffls Farm at 'Worlc. 


On Monday last, while at work grab-

could give no explanation of the cowardly 
and outrageous attack upon him, other 
than that he had had some trouble in the 
courts in gaining possession of the farm. 
He cannot imagine who could have at- 
tempted to kill him, and he will never 
learn unless the officers succeed in sifting 
the case to the bottom. 


"A Dandy Copper" in Jail. 


John Pridemore, a special policeman at 


Danville, is in the county jail there 
charged with making a murderous as- 
sault with a billy on a man named Wei- 


den, 
whose head was badly cut. The 


billy used by Pridemore was made of two 
pieces of solid lead tied together with a 
cord about six inches long and five- 
eighths of an inch in diameter, heavily 
and solidly wrapped with twine.
